The  simple  fact  ihat  the  business  men  of 
this  city,  who  comprise  one  of  the  most 
conserviUive  classes  of  society,  have  Ibimd  it 
necessary  to  meet  and  protest  a  second  time 
against  ihe  incompetent  and  prejudicial 
administration  of  the  Central  railway,  is  a 
cir'cumsiance  the  government  alionld  nol 
ignore.  There  is  no  petty  political  imrigue, 
nor  pei-stnial  animus  in  such  a  protest.  As 
a  rule,  the  inercliant  avoids  mixini^  politics 
with  business.  He  wants  a  certain  amonnt 
o(  ireedom  and  security  for  his  transiictions, 
and  he  wants  the  laws  to  be  equitable  and 
well  administered.  His  business  is  to  buy 
and  sell,  and  it  is  quile  as  essential  to  him 
that  means  should  be  provided  for  the  de- 
livery ol  his  sales,  as  tor  the  receipt  of  his 
purchases,  Wlien,  tlierefore,  he  linds  it 
necessary  to  complain  against  certain  trans- 
portation agencies  we  may  feel  certain  that 
someiliing  is  very  wrong.  Fur  a  long  lime 
the  Central  railway  has  lliiled  to  carry  the 
mercliandise  offered  to  it  fur  transportation, 
and  the  result  is  that  an  enormous  accumu- 
lation now  exists  in  liiis  city.  Tlie  effect  of 
this  is  to  financially  embarrass  the  merchant, 
for  he  cannot  collect  before  delivering,  con 
sequently  he  cannot  meet  his  own  obliga- 
tions. Were  there  a  general  suspension  of 
payments  in  lliis  city  to-day,  it  would  be 
solely  due  lo  the  bad  management  of  the 
Central  railway.  In  view  of  the  further 
circumstance  that  this  block  on  die  railway 
has  existed  for  some  eighteen  months  and 
more,  and  that  complaints  have  been  made 
again  and  again,  we  may  assume  that  the 
present  director  is  unable  to  solve  the  dilTi- 
cuily.  In  that  case,  his  substitution  by  a 
practical  man,  like  Dr.  F.  P.  Passos,  ought 
not  to  be  delayed  one  moment,  Tlie  gov- 
ernment has  no  right  to  consider  the  pride, 
or  convenience  of  one  man  before  the  in- 
terests of  the  two  or  three  millions  now 
suffering  loss  and  inconvenience  through  the 
maladministration  of  this  road. 


responsibility  for  all  the  prejudices  caused, 
If  a  steamer  is  detained  through  some 
matter  of  pique,  as  was  llie  case  of  the 
Tamar  at  Buenos  Aires,  or  through  some 
feeling  of  petty  hostility  as  is  now  the  case  at 
Buenos  Aires  against  Brazil,  then  the 
government  sliould  be  required  lo  pay 
damages  lor  tlie  delay  to  all  the  parties 
concerned — the  steamship  company,  the 
passengers,  and  the  merchants.  If  also  a 
nation  imposes  absurd  and  e.\tra  prejudicial 
regulations,  as  has  been  the  case  on  the 
Brazilian  coast  where  vessels  have  been 
compelled  to  come  down  to  Ilha  Grande  for 
inspection  before  entering  such  a  distant 
port  as  Pani,  then  the  government  should 
be  held  responsible  for  all  unnecessary  de- 
lays and  costs.  We  assume  that  if  such  an 
international  arrangement  sliould  be  made 
and  enforced,  no  state  would  impose 
quarantine  without  good  reason — wliich 
is  not  always  the  case  at  present — and  no 
stale  would  require  ships  to  incur  expenses 
and  delays  beyond  what  are  absolutely  ne- 
cessary. It  is  unjust  to  impose  a  single 
shilling  of  expense  on  a  ship  beyond  what 
the  case  requires,  and  it  would  not  be  done 
were  the  authorities  lield  responsible.  The 
last  quarantine  declared  against  New  ^'ork 
was  wholly  without  justification,  and  the 
government  should  therefore  be  hcUi  res- 
ponsible (or  all  the  expenses  anil  delays 
occasioned  by  compelling  the  American 
steamers  to  bring  all  their  northern  ports 
cargo  down  here  to  Ilha  Grande.  It  is  a 
simple  principle  of  right  and  equity  which 
is  involved  and  its  enforccuicnL  would  de- 
tract even  less  from  the  iiulependeuce  and 
dignity  of  a  nation  than  is  tlie  case  with  war 
claims,  such  as  liave  been  presented  to 
Cliili.  For  the  decision  of  disputed  claims, 
or  of  complaints  against  a  nation  for  un- 
warianlcil  restrictions,  an  international  com- 
mission could  easily  be  formed.  In  time 
such  a  commission  would  regulate  the  whole 
question  and  declare  quarantines  whenever 
necessary.  At  present,  however,  it  could  be 
of  immense  service  to  the  whole  commercial 
world  by  restricting  and  punishing  the  in- 
sensate methods  employed  by  many  coun- 
tries for  protecting  unscrupulous  quar- 
antine jobbers,  and  for  injuring  llie  com- 
merce of  a  neighboring  state.

The  continued  abuses  committed  against 
commerce  and  the  travelling  public  and  the 
antagonism  not  infrequently  shown  by  one 
nation  against  another  through  the  imposi- 
tion of  quarantines,  render  it  essential  that 
some  agreement  should  be  entered  into 
between  the  commercial  nations  of  the 
world  to  regulate  and  control  this  important 
and  sometimes  most  prejudicial  restriction 
on  trade.  While  we  do  not  contest  the 
right  of  any  nation  to  adopt  restrictive 
measures  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  a 
contagious  disease,  we  can  not  admit  the 
right  to  employ  excessive,  or  unnecessary 
rigor,  nor  the  right  to  impose  quarantines 
without  just  cause.  In  our  opinion  a 
government  has  no  more  right  to  injure  or 
destroy  life  and  property  under  the  plea 
of  quarantine,  than  it  has  under  any  of  the 
excuses  resorted  to  on  land.  If  a  govern- 
ment should  destroy  the  lives  and  pro- 
perty of  foreigners  on  land,  even  during 
unavoidable  military  operations,  it  would  be 
promptly  presented  with  a  claim  for  dam- 
ages. Under  certain  condilions  the  state 
may  seize  and  destroy  property,  but  the 
properly  must  be  paid  for  and  full  justice 
rendered  to  those  who  suffer  loss  through 
its  act.  And,  in  our  opinion,  this  prin- 
ciple should  be  carried  out  to  the  fullest 
extent  in  the  case  of  quarantines.  A  nation 
may  impose  and  enforce  a  quarantine,  if  it 
pleases,    but    not    without    incurring    full

— Tliere  happeneil  yesienlay,  comparatively 
unniiliced,  an  event  of  considerable  im]K)rlance  in 
the  history  of  the  republic,  even  perliaps  of  more 
importance  than  Ihe  realisation  of  a  loan  of  such 
doubtful  application  as  the  estahlislimeiu  of  a 
National  Uank.  The  event  we  reler  lo  was  the 
arrival  here  of  the  s.n.  Al}iaui;a,  tlie  first  of  the 
dirccl  line  of  steamers  between  the  River  Plalo  and 
New  York,  established  by  ihe  U.  S.  and  llraKil 
Mail  Steamship  dmipany.  She  came  out  in  32 
days,  including  3  ilays  slay  at  R.io  Janeiro.  This 
]inis  us  ill  practic:illy  closer  communication  with 
New  York  than  we  are  with  Liverpool  or  London, 
unless  the  English  sliipjtin;;  companies,  sliinulated 
by  this  competilion,  lake  stejis  to  shorten  their 
voyages.  At  present,  we  believe,  the  intention 
is  10  run  a  steamer  every  3  week\  and  befme  lung 
a  call  will  be  made  at  one  of  the  ])rincipal  West 
Indian  ports,  at  present  only  aceessilde  liy  a 
lenglliy  and  indirect  rimle.  Knowing  llie  deter- 
niinalion  of  the  Yankees  to  conquer  lln;  trade  o[ 
South  America,  anil  llieir  indomitable  energy  and 
push,  it  is  impossible  le  say  lo  what  devcdojimenls 
and  changes  this  may  ultimaiely  lead,  and  we  think 
we  are  right  in  Cidling  s|iecial  allenlion  to  the 
anival  as  an  event  of  the  highest  imporlaiiee, —

—Tlie  I'arahyba  governor  cx]ilains  the  suspen- 
sion of  the  newspaper  Panthybaiio  in  ibis  way, 
Notices  having  appeared  ihat  the  offices  of  that 
paper  bad  been  nssai'lted,  he  ordered  the  chief  of 
police  lo  lll;^ke  an  examination,  which  the  editors 
resisted.  At  last  the  police  succeeded  in  making 
the  investigation  and  found  everything  intact  and  in 
good  order.  He  considers  thai  the  renorts  origina- 
ted  in  a  purpose  to  oppose  and  discredit  his  admin- 
istration. 

On  the  1st  Inst,  a  party  of  roughs,  said  to  be 
policemen  in  civilian  dress,  headed  by  a  brother  of 
the  chief  of  police,  attacked  the  printing-office  of 
the  Parahybano,  an  opposition  paper  in  I'arahyba. 
The  assailants  were  resisted  and  driven  away.  On 
the  following  day  the  chief  of  police  ordered  the 
suspension  of  tbe  paper,  under  penalty  of  arrest 
and  imprisonment.  The  publisher,  however, 
refused  to  take  notice  of  such  an  order,  which  was 
given  verbally,  and  resolved  to  continue  publication, 
His  office  was  thereupon  seized  and  held  by  the 
police. 

—Deputy  I'.pitacio  says  that  the  governor  of 
Tarahyba  temjiorarily  closed  a  school  because  the 
director  had  the  impudence  to  send  an  account  lo 
one  of  the  governor's  relatives,  He  also  says  that 
the  governor  suspended  from  attendance  at  the 
Lyceum  10  pupils  for  playing  "deposition,"  It 
appears  that  in  the  play  the  governor  was  deposed, 
Floriano  was  banished  and  a  new  provisional  gov- 
crnment  was  orgiinized  by  Custodio,  That  gover- 
nor dese-vcs  a  leather  medal  for  noticing  things  so 
important  as  a  school  game. 

J^JO  GliANDE  DO  SUL. 

For  some  time  a  revolution  has  been  expected  in 
the  state  of  Rio  Grande  do  Sol. 

On  the  24tli  nit.  it  was  reported  in  Pelotas  that 
that  city  was  to  be  attacked,  and  the  whole  of  the 
Castilhista  force  there,  said  to  number  806  men, 
was  held  in  readiness,  iind  reinforcements,  to  the 
number  of  400  or  500,  were  expected  on  the  fol- 
lowing day. 

On  the  1st  inst.  the  Ga%da  de  Notldas  of  this 
city  leccivcd  from  Porto  Alegre  the  following 
telegram  : 

"  Through  intercepted  letter.-!  intelligence  of  a 
vast  conspiracy  has  been  received.  In  view  of  this 
the  president  of  the  state  ordered  the  arrest  of 
several  federalists.  l''acuodo  Tavares,  on  being 
informed  of  the  order  for  his  arrest,  resisted  and 
fired  three  shots  at  Major  Telles,  commander  of 
Ihe  stale  brigaile,  wounding  him  and  Ensign 
Mar9al  Ferreira.  A  fight  ensued  between  the 
troops  on  one  side  and  'lavares  and  his  two  sons 
on  the  other.  The  sons  were  killed  and  Tavares,  , 
after  receiving  many  wounds,  was  capliirtd. 
Frederioo  Ilaensel,  who  also  resisted  arrest,  was 
killed.  The  chief  conspirators  havebeenarrested. 
The  jieople  arc  quiet,  and  the  garrison,  siding 
with  ihe  stale  government,  is  ready  to  fight  the 
enemies  of  the  republic.     'I'he  republican  party  is 


while  at  Porto  Alegre  Facundo,  Barreto  Leitc  and 
Viscondc  de  Pelotas  were  to  head  ihe  revolutionary 
movement  in  the  northern  pari  of  the  state.  The 
letters  are  addressed  to  Nery  Portinho,  whom  Fa- 
cunrlo  asks  to  hasten  the  movement  in  event  of  his 
being  arrested.  He  had  already  been  informed 
that  orders  had  been  issued  for  his  arrest, 

On  the  3rU  inst,  a  cabinet  meeting  was  held,  and 
the  government,  it  is  said,  decided  to  send  the  gun- 
boat Carioca  lo  Rio  Grande  do  Sul. 

Il  is  also  said  that  Gen.  Floriano  I'cixoto  has 
sent  a  conEralulatory  telegram  to  Dr.  Fernando 
Abbot,  governor  of  the  state,  and  secret  instructions 
to  ( ien.  Pego  to  aid  the  Castilhistas  with  the  federal 
troops.

Provincial  JSJoi'ils 


—  At  S.  Jose  da  Hoa  Vista,  S.  Paub,  beef  is  sell- 
ing al  i;|i5oo:i  kilo, 

—hi  the  month  of  October  3,500  immigrants 
arrived  at  the  pari  of  Santos. 

—The  price  of  fresh  beef  in  Uberab;i,  Minas 
Geraes,  is  900  reis  per  kilo.  And  yet  it  is  thought 
by  Kio  politicians  dial  cattle  should  be  bruuglit 
down  from  ibat  region  and  the  beef  sold  here  at  a 
maximum  of  600  rcis. 

— An  election  occurred  in  Maceio  on  tbe  1st  for 
the  municipal  intendcntes,  and  on  the  following 
day  another  general  election  occurred  for  members 
of  [he  Alagoas  state  legislature.  It  is  s.iid  that  the 
opposition  kept  away  b-om  the  polls. 

—On  requisition  of  the  president  of  Rio  Grande 
do  Sul  the  president  of  S.  Paulo  has  caused  to  be 
arrested  JosiS  de  Andrade  Neves  Meirelles  on  sus- 
picion of  his  being  an  emissary  of  conspirators.  Is 
it  legal  to  arrest  a  man  in  Brazil  on  such  a  pretense  ? 
— The  Sao  Panlo  state  legislature  has  adopted  a 
measure  appropriating  500,000$  for  tlie  construc- 
tion of  hospitals  for  contagious  diseases  in  various 
parts  of  the  state.  In  view  of  the  frequent  outbreak 
of  fever  and  sniall-po.x  epidemics,  this  measure  is 
both  timely  and  necessary. 

—At  2  o'clock  a.m.  on  the  4th  inst.  the  cotton 
factory  of  the  Companhia  S.  Paulo  Fabril  .^t  Bom 
Rctiro  was  found  to  be  on  fire.  Although  the 
building  is  fiie-]iroof,  it  is  said  that  considerable 
damage  was  done  to  the  machinery  for  want  of 
water  for  extinguishing  the  llames. 

— Mr.  Frederic  Ilaensel,  a  prominent  member 
of  the  Gcrman-lSrazilian  colony  of  Rio  Grande  do 
Sul,  who  was  shot  when  resisting  arrest  a  few 
days  since,  died  on  the  5th  inst.  lie  was  highly 
esteemed  in  Rio  Grande  and  was  worth  the  whole 
rabble  of  demagogues  and  cutlhroats  who  are  now 
trying  lo  govern  that  state. 

—The  friends  of  the  governor  of  Santa  Catharina 
say  that  the  ruuson  why  be  caused  Dr.  Paula  Ramos 
to  be  arrested  and  sent  to  Rio  was  to  keep  that 
gentleman,  who  has  enemies  there,  from  being 
hurt.  A  governor,  who  will  break  the  law  to 
preserve  a  political  enemy  from  personal  injury, 
must  be  a  very  kind-hearted  man. 


A  telegram  received  on  the  same  day  by  the 
Ti'hipo  added  that  Gen.  Tavares  had  made  an  irrup- 
tion into  the  southern 'part  of  tbe  state  and  that  the 
leaders  of  the  revolutionary  movement  in  the 
northern  part  were  Visconde  de  Pelotas,  Gen. 
Parreio  Leite  .ind  Facjndo  Tavares. 

Telegrams  published  by  the  Paiz  on  the  4th 
state  that  the  revolutionary  plot  was  discovered  by 
means  of  letters  found  in  possession  of  Capt.  Felis- 
berto  liarcellos,  who  was  arrested  at  Santa  Maria, 
whence  be  arrived  on  the  2nd  at  Porto  Alegre 
under  the  guard  of  20  men.  These  letters,  says 
tbe  telegram,  reveal  the  intention  of  the  revoiu- 
tio  lists  to  exterminate  the  Castilhistas.  Revolu- 
tionary movements  broke  out  at  Cruz  Alia,  S.  JoSo 
de  Camaqunm,  S.  Louren^o,  S.  Gabriel,  Alegrete 
and  Solcdade ;  but,  according  to  the  Paiz  telegrams, 
were  all  suppressed.  At  Crua  Alta  Col,  Evaristo 
Amaral  was  killed. 

A  part  of  the  2Sth  battalion  of  infantry  passed 
through  Porto  Alegre  on  the  2nd  on  its  w.ay  from 
Rio  Pardo  to  Pelotas, 

At  Porto  Alegre  many  arrests  were  made,  among 
them  those  of  the  following  persons  who  were  in- 
terrogated and  afterwards  released :  Gaspar  Rech- 
stoner,  Lieut.-Col.  Masson,  Laudelino  Barcellos 
and  Father  Lun.  Dr.  Victor  de  Urito  was  .also 
arrested . 

The  newspaper  Reformn  suspended  publication. 
At  Rio  Gr.ande  Dr.  Wenceslau  Escobar,  editor  of 
that  paper,  and  Dr.  Cunha  Bittencourt,  member  of 
the  federalist  executive  committee,  were  detained 
on  board  the  steamer  Sant'  Elmo. 

Many  of  the  federahst  leaders  were  said  to  be 
hiding  in  order  to  escape  arrest. 

Gen,  Tavares  was  said  to  bo  at  Rivera  .at  the 
head  of  t.ooo  men. 

A  telegram  of  tbe  3rd  from  Montevideo  lo  the 
Jernal  do  Coinmcrcio  ?,a.y?,  that  Fidehs,  a  federahst 
leader,  attempted  to  take  Livrameiito,  hut  was  re- 
pulsed by  Col.  Ribeiro.  The  12th  battalion  of 
infantry  had  arrived  there  for  the  purpose  of 
garrisoning  tbe  town.  Along  tbe  whole  frontier 
line  there  were  bands  of  armed  federalists,  and  it 
w.is  reported  that  the  crew  of  a  gunboat  belonging 
to  the  flotilla  had  declared  against  the  state  gov- 
ernment. 

On  the.  5th  the  Palz  published  a  telegram  con- 
tradicting tlio  report  of  the  arrest  of  Drs,  Escobar 
and  IJittencourt.  The  latter  is  said  to  be  on  his 
way  to  this  city  and  the  former  is  said  to  have 
made  his  escape  to  Artigas  in  Uruguay.  About 
30  persons  have  been  arrested  at  Porto  Alegre  and 
it  is  stated  that  the  state  government  has  given 
orders  for  their  trial. 

The  president  of  Rio  Grande  has  telegraphed  to 
Dr.  Julio  de  Castilhos  in  this  city  a  copy  of  alleged 
intercepted  letters  of  Facundo  Tavares.  According 
to  these  letters  Gen.  Tavares  was  to  enter  the  state 
on  the  frontier  and  advance  rapidly  into  the  interior 
so  as  to  prevent  the  Castilhistas  from  assembling, 


—Two  men  were  killed  on  the  Centra!  railway 
in  the  suburbs  of  this  city  on  the  3rd.  Accidents 
of  this  kind  ate  becoming  terribly  (requent. 

—Extensions  of  ibe  Paranft  line  have  recenlly 
been  opened.  Traffic  from  Serrinha  lo  Porlo  do 
Amazonas  was  formally  inaugurated  on  the  1st  inst. 

—The  Norte  slalion  agent  at  Sao  Paiilo  has 
telegraphed  to  have  Ihe  shipments  of  merchandise 
for  the  Mogyana  line  mopped,  as  no  more  goods 
are  being  received  lor  ihat  destination  and  the  ware- 
hmisc  is  full  of  packages  which  can  not  he  forwarded. 
Will  tlie  MoKyana  people  explain  liow  it  is  that  its 
traffic  is  so  much  behind  ? 

—The  minister  of  agriculture  visited  t!ie  sever.il 
stations  of  the  Central  railway  on  the  3rd  inst.  to 
see  why  merchandise  had  been  delayed.  It  is 
be  regrelled  that  all  ihe  activity  llius  far  displayed 
by  Minister  Serjiedello  has  re.sulled  in  no  measure 
whatever  for  the  improvement  of  aiTairs  at  the 
Central  railway.  The  people  are  beginning  to  fee! 
Ihat  all  this  activity  is  intended  to  llirow  dust  in 
their  eyes. 

—Now  that  Congress  has  passed  the  bill  author 
izing  a  contract  with  the  S.  Paulo  Railway  Co.  for 
a  duplication  of  ils  line,  there  ought  lo  be  no  further 
delay  in  bringing  that  most  imporlant  Imsiness  to  a 
.salislactory  conclusion.  The  one  lliing  to  be  done 
is  lo  grant  all  neces.sary  privileges  to  the  company 
lo  duplicate  ils  line  and  to  open  a  double  metre- 
gauge  line  between  Santos  and  Jundiahy,  and  lo 
require  the  execution  of  the  work  in  the  shorlest 
time  possible. 

— Investors  who  want  to  make  money  had  evi- 
dently belter  turn  their  aitenlion  lo  ihe  sonniier 
ISrazilian  railway  properties.  No  one  believes  that 
the  exchange  will  long  remain  at  ils  present  low 
figure.  It  has  ahe.ady  risen  considerably  from  the 
lowest  point  touched,  and  with  each  rise  ihe  Bra- 
zilian railways  will  benefit  immensely.  Thai  the 
country  is  now  transacting  an  enormous  business  is 
shown  by  tlie  half-yearly  statement  just  issued  by 
the  Southern  Brazilian  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  Com- 
pany. Although  the  loss  by  exchange,  comparing 
tbe  first  halves  of  1891  and  1892  together,  has  ex- 
panded from  38,313  dols.  [?  «/;7»-f/f. — E,  N.]  to 
105,041  dols.,  tbe  company  actually  makes  a  better 
net  return  for  the  period  just  closed,  ihe  gross 
receipts  m  currency  having  increa.sed  from  355,4^4 
dols.  10440,156  dols.  ;  while,  on  the  other  hand, 
the  expenditure  has  merely  risen  from  350,784  dols. 
lo  361,191  dols.  One  and  all  of  the  Brazilian  roads, 
it  may  be  said,  are  telling  the  same  story.  The 
currency  depreciation  has  worked  for  good  in  one 
rchpect.  It  has  suited  producers,  and  led  to  a 
marked  development  in  tbe  export  trade,  and  by 
the  lime  the  national  finances  are  straightened  out 
-—not  an  early  contingency,  by  the  way — it  will  be 
found  Ihat  business  in  tbe  republic  has  been  estab- 
lished on  a  considerably  wider  basis. — Money, 
London,  Oct.  8ih.

BAM  I  A  AND  S.  FRAA'CISCO. 

At  the  ordinary  general  meeting  of  the  Bahlaand 
San  Francisco  company  in  London  on  the  I7ih 
ull.,  the  chairman,  Hon.  II.  G.  Campbell,  made 
the  following  remarks  upon  the  situation  ol  affairs 
on  that  road  and  its  administration  : — 

"  Gentlemen,  the  report  that  you  have  before 
you  may,  I  think,  be  considered  a  very  satisfactory 
one.  We  are  able  to  return  to  our  normal  dividend 
ol  6  per  cent,  forthemain  line,  and  we  have  in- 
creased the  dividend  of  the  TimbiS  branch  under- 
taking from  3  per  cent,  to  2%  per  cent.,  and  in 
both  cases  we  are  able  lo  carry  a  substantial  sum 
forward  to  the  next  account.  The  prospects  of  the 
harvest  are  very  satisfactory,  owing  to  the  excellent 
rains  that  have  fallen  since  Ihe  month  of  April 
The  working  capilal  account  you  will  observe  now 
stands  at  the  sum  nf;£83,659,  and  your  directors 
consider  that  it  would  he  wise  lo  further  build  up 
this  reserve  from  time  to  time  and  as  opportunity 
may  offer,  in  order  to  he  prepared  it  at  any  time  we 
are  called  upon  to  make  renewals  in  the  viaducts  or 
bridges,  or  other  ex|>eu5ive  works  on  ihe  line.  All 
these  are  kept  in  good  repair,  but  it  is  more  than 
probable  that  one  or  two  bridges  will  sooner  or 
later  require  lo  be  renewed,  because  lliey  have 
been  in  existence  now  for  over  33  years  subjected 
to  the  constant  action  of  sea  water,  which  in  a 
tropical  chmale  is  especially  damaging.  .  .  .  The 
low  rate  of  exchange  which  has  prevailed  for  some 
time  has  h.ad  a  very  serious  effect  upon  ihe  poorer 
classes  ol  Brazil  by  causing  a  great  rise  in  the  price 
of  food  and  of  all  other  necessaries,  and  it  has 
caused  discontent  and  strikes  on  many  of  the  Bra- 
Bilian  hues.  The  workmen  on  our  own  bne  one 
day  struck  and  demanded  a  rise  ol  30  per  cent,  in 
their  wages.  Tliere  was  very  great  tumult  and 
confusion,  but  fortunately  there  was  no  actual  stop- 
page of  the  traflic  owing  lo  the  pluck  of  our  super- 
intendent, Mr.  Tiplady,  who  himself  mounted  tbe 
engine  and  drove  the  train  out  of  the  yard  at  Eahia. 
As  soon  as  the  directors  were  informed  of  the  stale 
of  affairs  they  cabled  out  to  Mr.  Tiplady  giving  him 
full  discretionary  powers  to  arrange  with  ihe  work- 
people, and  this,  I  have  no  doubt,  he  has  done 
upon  the  best  and  most  economical  terms  possible. 
Talking  of  our  superintendent  reminds  me  that  at 
the  last  general  meeting  one  shareholder,  wdio,  I 
am  thankful  to  say,  met  with  no  support,  thought 
it  right  lo  make  remarks  about  ibe  behavior  of  the 
superintendeni,  and  complained  that  he  held   too 


— The  promise  made  by  Vice-President  Floriano 
Peixoto  some  time  a^o  to  visit  the  Strangers' 
Hospital,  was  carried  into  effect  on  Saturday  last, 
the  dlustrious  visitor  being  accompanied  by  the 
minister  of  interior,  the  acting  inspector-general  of 
hygiene,  and  an  aid.  The  visit  was  wholly  in- 
formal, and  was  made  without  warning  by,  which 
means  the  Vice-President  was  able  to  see  ex"ctly 
what  is  being  done.  After  spending  two  hours  in 
examining  the  buildings  ana  grounds,  under  the 
guidance  of  Mr.  E.  B.  S.  Benest,  of  the  building 
committee,  and  Mr.  R.  J.  Callander,  the  supervis- 
ing engineer  and  architect,  the  visitors  expressed 
themselves  as  thoroughly  satisfied  with  the  site  and 
the  sanitary  conditions  of  the  place,  as  well  as 
with  the  plans  fur  the  buildings  and  dependencies 
which  the  association  proposes  to  carry  out  as 
speedily  as  possible.  We  are  advised  that  they 
were  much  pleased  with  the  sanitary  arrangements 
of  the  main  building,  the  closets  and  their  drainage 
being  wholly  outside  and  the  ventilation  being  care- 
fully arranged  to  keep  the  air  fresh  and  pure  in  all 
the  rooir?:.  The  beds,  furniture  and  other  access- 
ories  also  elicited  their  hearty  commendation.  In 
view  of  tlie  approval  so  frankly  expressed  by 
the  Vice-President  and  the  officials  accompanying 
him,  the  controversy  over  the  opening  of  this  hos- 
pital may  now  be  considered  as  terminated.  To  be 
sure,  tbe  sanitary  authorities  have  warmly  approved 
and  encouraged  the  scheme,  and  no  official  notice 
has  ever  been  served  upon  the  directors  that  the 
hospital  would  be  suppressed,  but  as  long  as  oppo- 
sition existed  and  the  government  listened  to  the 
complaints,  however  unfounded  they  may  have 
been,  there  has  always  been  some  doubt  as  to  tlie 
final  outcome.  Thanks  to  the  courtesy  and  justice 
of  the  Vice-President,  those  doubts  are  now  set  at 
rest.'  AVithin  a  very  short  time  the  Strangers' 
Hospital  will  be  opened,  and  will,  we  trust,  win  a 
prominent  position  among  the  hospitals  of  this  city. 
— We  should  like  to  remind  our  friends  that  a 
large  number  of  shrubs  and  plants  are  needed  at 
the  Hospital.  They  can  be  purchased  of  course, 
■but  it  may  be  possible  to  save  some  expense  in 
that  direction  through  donations. 

— Owing  to  the  opposition  made  to  tbe  opening 
of  the  Hospital  and  the  prevalent  belief  tlmt  the 
Misericordia  would  prevail  upon  the  government 
to  issue  orders  to  that  effect,  all  solicitations  for 
annual  subscriptions  have  been  for  some  time  sus- 
pended. Now  that  this  question  is  happily  settled, 
we  trust  that  every  American  and  Englishman  in 
Rio  will  at  once  send  in  a  generous  subscription. 
The  Hospital  must  be  liberally  supported  until  it 
is  fairly  on  its  own  feet  and  able  to  take  care  of 
itself. 


Local  Notes 

— Invilations  have  been  issued  to  the  Brazilian 
press  lor  sample  copies  of  newspapers  forexhiljition 
at  Chicago. 

—Minister  Serzedcllo  was  warmly  congratulated 
by  his  subordinates  in  the  dep-irtnienl  of  agriculture 
on  his  returning  to  liis  post  on  the  3rd. 

— The  "editing"  (engrossment)  ot  the  Glyceric 
banking  measure  was  approved  in  ihe  Chamber  on 
the  3rd  and  was  at  once  sent  lo  the  Senate. 

— The  government  has  appointed  Dr.  Samuel  D. 
Rambo,  an  American  surgeon-denli.st  of  this  city,  a 
non-salaiied  member  of  ihe  Brazilian  commission 
lo  the  Chicago  exposition. 

—Beginning  with  ihis  month  the  alternate 
steamers  of  the  Pacific  Mail  will  go  direct  from 
Lisbon  to  Montevideo  lo  avoid  the  usual  quaran- 
tines against  Brazil. 

— It  is  said  Ihat  the  Vice-President  will  soon 
nominate  a  minister  of  agriculture,  when  Lieut-Col, 
Serzedelio  will  devote  liia  whole  atlenlion  lo  the 
portfolio  ol  finance. 

— There  was  an  interview  between  the  Vice- 
President  and  Minister  Serzedelio  on  the  2nd, 
which  resulted  in  the  latter's  wi'.hdrawiiig  his 
proffered  resignation. 

— One  factory  of  artificial  wreaths  for  funerals 
and  cemeteries,  that  situated  on  Rua  do  Passeio, 
sold  52,600$  worth  of  these  articles  during  the 
mouth  of  October  and  first  two  days  of  November- 

— Although  the  sessions  of  Congress  are  not  yet 
concluded,  several  senators  and  deputies  have  al- 
ready left  for  their  homes.  Absenteeism  is  an 
evil  in  Brazilian  legislative  work  which  can  not 
hail  to  do  much  harm.

Til  is  year  ilie  ri']nil>!icaii 
anniversary,  wliicli  occurs  on  tbe  151I1  iiisl,,  will 
require  liiree  days  for  its  celebration — llie  141I1, 
15th  and  l6tli.  One  would  lliink  tlial  Brazil  is 
deficient  in  holidays,  and  ovei  flowing  with  patri 
oiic  fervor— but  one  is  sometimes  mistaken. 

— Quarantine  against  Ameiicnu  arrivals  was 
raised  on  the  27tli,  the  notice  to  lliat  efTecl  being 
published  on  the  1st  iiist.  The  foundation  of  the 
telegram  fiom  the  Braziban  minister  atWashinginu 
on  wliich  this  second  declaration  of  quarantine  was 
based,  lias  never  been  divulged.  Our  American 
exchanges,  also,  are  silent  on  the  subject.  Why, 
then,  was  thai  second  quarantine  imposed  ? 

— At  a  meeting,  alteiided  by  400  merchants,  at 
llie  Exchange  on  the  3id  ins!,,  it  was  resolved  to 
ask  Vice-President  Floriano  Beixoto  to  dismiss  the 
director  o(  the  Central  railway  and  his  assistants, 
and  to  appoint  a  competent  engineer  as  director  in 
his  stead.  It  was  also  resolved  to  send  letters  to 
Europe,  askiiij;  sliippers  to  delay  filling  oiders 
until  tlie  freight  service  on  the  railway  shall  have 
improved. 

—The  minister  of  agriculture  has  applied  to  the 
minister  ol  interior  for  iiiformnlion  in  rej;ard  to  the 
prejudices  claimed  by  Dr.  Pedro  Camiiihada  and 
others  in  the  removal  of  the  hoarding  with  which 
the  old  reservoir  in  Largo  da  Carioca  had  been  en- 
closed. This  is  causeil,  apparently,  by  the  recla- 
mations of  the  Italians  who  had  obiaiiied  the 
Metropolitana  concession  and  bad  seciiieil  ]>er- 
missioii  to  create  a  station  where  the  old  reservoir 
stands. 

—A  Paris  telegram  says  that  General  Ciespo, 
dictator  of  Venezuela,  lias  decreed  the  confiscation 
ol  the  property  of  public  funclionaries  who  served 
liis  predecessor.  If  tiie  confiscalion  relaies  only  to 
those  who  used  iheir  posiiions  to  plunder  the 
treasury,  as  is  so  often  the  case  in  South  Aiiientan 
republics,  we  are  not  sure  but  what  General  Crespo 
lias  set  a  good  example.  Sucli  a  slep  would  be 
eminently  just  and  proper,  for  example,  in  Argen- 
tina. Koca  and  Cel man  could  be  called  upon  to 
very  good  efTecl. 

—It  is  said  that  the  Italian  minister  lias  ad. 
dressed  a  note  to  the  minister  of  foreign  affairs  in 
regard  to  the  settlement  of  llie  Mctropolilana  aues- 
tion.  It  is  also  said  that  the  question  will  be 
referred  to  arbitration .  In  our  oiiinion  the  govern- 
ment should  at  once  order  a  rigid  investiKation  of 
the  whole  business,  not  omitting  the  intVigues  by 
which  this  scandalous  concession  was  obtained.  If 
these  complainants  can  sliow  "  clean  hands  "  in 
the  transaction,  then  their  ilemand  for  indemnity 
is  eiuilled  to  consideration. 

—It  is  stated  that  on  the  4th  inst.  the  minister 
of  foreign  affairs  received  a  joint  note  from  the 
English,  American,  French,  German  and  Italian 
legations,  asking  for  the  establishment  of  quarantine 
stations  at  convenient  points  on  the  Brazilian  coast. 
The  government  sliould  have  recognized  the  need 
of  such  stations  long  ago  and  should  have  had 
them  eatabhshed.  Some  day  such  oversights  will 
incur  liabilities  for  losses,  for  governments  will  not 
be  permitted  to  cause  prejudices  to  commerce  with- 
out taking  full  responsibility  lor  it. 

—A  singular  slate  of  things  came  to  light  on  the 
2nd  through  a  complaint  lo  the  sanilary  authori- 
ties of  the  existence  of  dead  cattle  at  the  Gambfla 
station,  the  stencil  from  which  had  liecome  insup- 
portable. It  was  found  that  the  municipal  council 
had  embargoed  the  landing  of  these  cattle  (which 
are  apparently  some  of  those  purchased  at  tfie 
River  Plate),  and  that  they  had  been  kept  on  the 
lighters  in  the  heal  and  without  water  until  some 
had  died.  Steps  were  taken  lo  solve  the  dilliculty, 
the  dead  animals  were  removed,  and  the  oihers 
were  landed.  It  is  to  be  hoped  tliat  we  .m-  near 
the  end  of  themisrule  of  this  munici|)al  government. 

-By  the  Royal  Mail  steamer  Thnmes,  sailiiiq  to- 
day  for  the  River  Plate,  a  team  of  Rio  and  ,S,  Paulo 
cricketers  proceed  10  try  conclusions  willi  t be 
"silver-edged  boys."

The  voting  of  a  measure  for  the 
benefit  of  a  banking  concern  in  which  so  many 
congressmen  are  shareholders,  has  not  produced 
the  best  impression.
